In his passing beth Pasadena and 
Los Angeles lose a citizen of strong 
civic pride, a constructive business 
man of unusual ability, antl a fellow- 
townseman whose qualities made him 
esteemed by all who knew him. 

He leaves a. widow and two sons, C. 
H. Barker and W. A. Barker: one 
granddaughter, Arreen, the daughter 
of the late ©. J. Barker; four grand- 
sons, Clarence and Earl, sons of C. H. 
Barker, and Everett and Lawrence, 
sons of W. A. Barker, all of Los An- 
geles. 

Barker was born in Sterling, Ind., 
March 10, 1828. He received his early 
education in the public schools of 
Green county, Indiana, and later be- 
came a student at the State Univer- 
sity at Bloomington. He embarked 
early in the mercantile business, leav- 
ing it later for a period of four years 
to serve as Auditor of Greene county. 
Then the idea occurred to him that in 
the West lay a greater opportunity for 
a man of energy and ability. The re- 
sult was the establishment by him in 
1872 of the first general mercantile 
business in Colorado Springs. 

In 1880 Barker came to Los Angeles 
and followed his favorite line as senior 
partner of the firm of Barker & 
Mueller. Two years later this part- 
nership was dissolved and W. 8. Al- 
len became Mr. Barker's business as- 
sociate in an establishment near the 
old Pico House. After a time, during 
which his sons had returned from 
college, Allen was bought out and the 
firm became O. T. Barker & Sons. In 
1688 the father retired and the busi- 
ness has been conducted by the sons 
since then as Barker Bros. 

During his active career Rarker 
was an enthusiastic believer in the 
future of Los Angeles and aided 
largely In various movements that had 
civie betterment for their object. Aft- 
er his retirement he made his home 
at No. 1449 North Fair Oaks avenue, 
in Pasadena, where, as long as his 
health permitted, he was active in 
church and other philanthropic work.

Organized under a commission form 
of government, the business women 


of the city propose to make of them- 
selves an active power for civic prog- 
reas. By the organization of subsid- 
lary clubs, cach under a commis- 
sioner, it is the further purpose to 
supply a sort of bureau or clearisg- 
house for tbe needs of women actively 
engaged in business pursults by which 
such needs may be met with the 
minimum of systematized effort. 

Forming a sort of little city whose 
people are women only, the club is 
probably unique among (¢ivie or- 
ganizations. The general direction of 
its affairs te vested in a president, 
te be named this evening, whose of- 
ficial title will be commiasioner of ad- 
ministration. There is also a com- 
missioner of education, of records, of 
ways and means, of legislation, of 
membership, and of recreation, and 
each is head of her department and 
has as many assistants as are neces- 
gary to carry out the work of her de- 
partment. 

The commiasioner of education pre- 
sents to the cluh information and 
evidence on public issues, on which 
the club may recommend, indorse, 
criticize, or comhdemn, and the action 
of the club, if published and tn the 
minutes, shall state the number of 
members voting for and against said 
lasue, but such vote shall not commit 


The commissioner of membership 
has charge of guest privileges and of 
Getall work connected with elections, 

The Ways and Means Committee 
has charge of the funds, and the con- 
stitution provides that money contri- 
buitions shall not be solicited and no 
contributions shall be received from 
any person not eligible to membership. 
Thie secures the independence of the 
club from any political organization 
or corporation. Political of divice 
questions which arise are to be treated 
entirely from the standpoint of the 
public good. 

The social and recreative side of 
the club is cared for by the commis- 
sioner of recreation. It is intended 
to form a swimming club, a walking 
club, and riding and auto clubs. Many 
concert and theater parties will also 
be organised when worth-while en- 
tertainments of that nature are in the 


city. 

The first object of the club is the 
civic education of business women, 
who are alone eligible for member- 
ship, to fit them for the proper use 
of the franchise. The second is to 
assist in bettering general working 
conditions for women and promoting 
their business and social interests. 
Women employers and employed are 
alike members of the “<ganization, 
which is entirely non-partisan in poll- 
tics. It is not the intention to tres- 
pass on the territory of the present 
women's, clubs but rather to supple- 
ment them. 

Civies are being taught by Miss 
Licoy Galpin, at and it is in- 
tended to widen the course of study 
to include ancient and modern his- 
tory, political and economic, and cur- 
rent events so far as they affect po- 
litical and industrial problema. 
Speakers will also address the club, 
from time to time, on live political 
and civic questions, and debates and 
discussions will be arranged for the 
members. 

Membership in the new club is by 
invitation only. So far the rolls in- 
clude about 125 names.

transmission.”

M. Henri Poincare remarks itn a re- 
cent volume that to an observer on 
Sirius our own earth and the planets 
Venus, Saturn and Mara, even Jupi- 
ter itself, would be invisible because 
they only shine with borrowed light. 

The universe is probably full of 
these dark stars. We know some- 
thing of some of them, as, for in- 
atance, of Procyon’s invisible com- 
panion, by the perturbation caused in 
the orbits of their glittering neighbors. 
Others we only become aware of 
when, with a speed ten thousand times 
greater than that of the Titanic, they 
clash together, and the debris of the 
castatrophe goes to form a new world.
